Less than. one grain of cyanide of 
ssium is-fatal tounan and the first 
ive symptoms ‘supervene al- 
most before the victim can isat down 
the glass from which ‘he swallows. 
But whe Queen swayed backward and 
fomvard, {hpping ther big ears, for ten 
minutes before’ she showed the dJeast 
uneasiness, and it was forty-four min- 
utes ‘before she was pronounced dead. 

Poison in Bran Mash. 

The poison avas ygiven her in three 
pailfuls of Oran amash in which shad 
been sprinkled 100 capsules, each of 
five grains of cyanide. She ‘had been 
starved or twenty-four hours and ate 
greedily. 

At the end of ten nvinutes Gypsy 
Queen shivered in all her vast ‘bulk of 
7,50 pounds, her knees weakened; her 
trunk grew rigid, she rolled her eyes, 
and fell. In the next two minute's she 
got up four times, struggling against 
whe chains that bound ther.

Portuguese Troops at Macao 


Rise-—Now Have 
Upper Hand 


Macao, Island of Macao, China, 
Nov. 30—The Portuguese troops 
of the local garrison and the crew 
of the Portuguese sun boat “Pa- 
tria” revolted last night and tak- 
ing possession of the city pro- 
ceeded to enforce changes in the 
administration of affairs of this 
dependency of Portugal. 

‘The rebels continued in control 
today, governor and military offi- 
cers being powerless. The revolt 
began with the landing of the saii- 
ors of the Patria who marched to 
the public square where they fired 
three volleys as a signal to the 
troops who at once forced an en- 
trance’ to the armory and arming 
themselves joined the seamen. 
Several hundred strong the rebels 
proceeded to Santa Clara con- 
vent from which they drove out 
the nuns ordering them to leave 
the island. The. nuns flew tu 
Hong Kong.

CONFESSES 
TO MURDER 


Alleged Partner in Crime 
Arrested After Exciting 
Chase 


Calgary, Nov. 30—The inquest on 
the remains of the man found in 
the Bow River near Dunbow east 
on June 209th last, terminated in a 
rather sensational. manner yesterday 
when Thomas Mitchel Robertson con- 
fessed that he had shat and killed 
Tucker Peach and implicated James 
Fisk in the act. 

At the time the body was found 
the head was missing, but this was 
found a couple of weeks ago, and 
was pronounced by Dr. Revell,provin- 
cit] pathologist, as belonging to thé 
body found last summer. The head 
was identified by cotton batting found 
in. the ears, as that of Peach, who 
had been missing since last May. 

Robertson, who claimed that he 
had. purchased Peach's) ranch, has 
been under suveillance since last sum- 
mer and on Monday he was arrested 
at Okotoks and brought back for 
the inquest. While giving evidence he 
got badly mixed and asked permission 
to see Inspectar Duffy, of the mount- 
ed police, in another room, where he 
made a complete confession. 

He was brought to Calgary on 
Monday night and is now in. jail 
charged with murder. The police have 
gone to Carbon to take Fisk into cus- 
tody on a charge of being an accom- 
pMce. The prisoner was a brakeman 
on the GC. PLR. : 

Calgary, Nov. 30.—<After a seventy- 
mile ride through a blinding snow- 
storm with the thermometer fifteen 
below zero, the mounted police who 
left Calgary on Monday at midnight, 
arrested John C. Fisk, charged with 
being an accomplice in the murder 
of Peach.

T. W. Crothers had arisen to ad- 
dress the house whereupon a number 
of Liberals started to leave the hall. 
There was considerable noise and dur- 
ing the excitement the Speaker heard 
Dr. Schaffer, of Souris, use the ex- 
pression “coward.” The Speaker call- 
ed upon the member to withdraw the 
expression and also to apologize to 
the house, which Dr. Schaffer did. 

Mr. Foster then asked, “What about 
the term “liar” used the otner day? 
After somewhat of an uproar Mr. 
Gouvreau voluntarily apologized and 
peace was restored, 

W. 3B. Northrup, (Cons.) resuming 
the debate, said it was time for Can- 
ada to take stock of her national de- 
fences. “There is an uncrowned king 
in Canada to-day, who is as despotic 
as any despot in the world,” said the 
speaker, referring to the Prime Min- 
ister.

THE ENGLISH ROOSEVELT 
JOH] BURNS, WORKMAN, CABI- 
NET MINISTER, RESEMBLES 
TEDDY. 


An Out-of-Door Man Who Leads the 
Confidence of One Who is 
Sure of Himself. 


(Krom the New York Evening Post.) 
‘London—The Rt. Hon. John Burns, 
the workman cabinet minister, is the 
British politician who most closely re- 
sembles ‘Mr. Roosevelt in itempera- 
ment. His physical energy seems in- 
exhaustible, Politics tto :him are a huge 
romp, which he enjoys as naively as a 
whild, Academic politcians are his na- 
‘tural tnemies. Although the loves to 
give a literary ‘air ito his speeches, le 
is essentially an out-of-doior man. He 
lives the strenuous and the simple life. 
He does no bear or lion hunting, but 
hardly a day passes without his per- 
forming some prodigy of physical tn- 
ergy, walking in the country, playing 
on the cricket ground in Battersea 
Park, boxing in the gymnasium with 
Burns, jr. ar running along the bank 
of the ‘Thames, keeping pace awith the 
roncaws prasticiag ‘for the boat race. 

He seldom takes a ‘holiday, “At this 
seasion icf the year, when other cabi- 
met ministers are scattered on the 
grouse meors or at the German: snas, 
some § million of ordinary people, Mr. 
John Burns ts almost invariably to ve 
when London ds deserted, ‘save ‘for 
found in his native city, popping in at 
the local government board before the 
charwoman, raiding towtyimg hospitals | 
and workhouses hailing old schoolfel- 
lows in ithe slunvs, rendering first aid 
to the wounded in sitiret accidents, and 
doing amateur salvnge work nvith ithe 
frre brigade. 

His Best Theme. 

IMr. Burns is ‘the most accessible af 
ministers, and ihe is lavish with ‘his 
table talk. His ‘best theme is himself. 
His crowded life is.a rich mine of rem- 
iniscence and anecdote. He thas a 
keen apreciation tof the picturesque 
and the dramatic and the humorous, 
and if the autobiography which he of- 
ten talks about is anything dike as in- 
toresting as dis conversation ait will be 
a book Ivo be prized. It is seldom, ‘thow- 
ever, that a man -siece'ed's 
his ciwn ‘Boswell. 

The first and most obvious feature 
of Mr. Burn's conversation is its 
crank egoism. He is the hero of hi's 
own drama. He sings his own Odiys- 
sey, and the is a'sincere sheno worship- 
per. Fastidious people are often re- 
pelled ‘by 'thees evidences of contest, 
or, as ‘some do mot ihesitaite to call #4, 
“swelled ihead,” and certainly Mr, 
Burns is at no pains to propiitiate 
them by any affectation-of modesty. 
But ton closer acquaintance the very 
frankness and childlikle naivete wf ‘his 
egoism disarms criticism. His hero 
is really a very wonderful person. His 
“conceit” is mo more than ‘the wonfi- 
dence of ‘a man of profound capacity 
who is sure of himself. ‘His judgment 
and ‘his native shrewdness are sot ‘to. 
be biased iby flattery, as many who 
are now this ‘bitterest critics thave 
found. ‘No successful politician ever 
suffered less from “swelled thead” than 
John Barns. 

A Chance Encounter. 

Nothing delights Mr. Burns more 
‘han ‘his. chance encounters in the 
[street with old schoolfellows, not too 
iproud to slap a Liberal minister on the 
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back; with an oll employer for whom 
he used as a ‘boy to run errands; with 
semngers who discuss him wawitting- 
ly in his presence. His aneedotes of 


such encounters are unending. I 
have room only for one: 
“Some years ago my wife and 1 


were going ‘to a garden party at Sir 
John (McDougal’s. We were got up 
for the occassion. I wwion't attempt to 
describe Mrs. ‘Burns ‘to you. The more 
I -see of her the more I wonder how 
she ever took up with a man like me, 
Solomon in all his glory avas not ar- 
rayed like avy ‘missis” And, as for 
me, ‘humble ‘though my attire was, I 
flatter myself ‘that I looked: fairly res- 
pectabte.

“<«AHow me,’ I said, tapping him on 
the knee, “to introduce you tio Mrs, 
Burns and to ‘Mr. Jim Bunns, avith 
regard to whose habits you seem to be 
under some misapprehension. Now, 
look there,’ I continued, ‘why does a 
fellow like you behave like that? Do 
you kniow’that I ama lifelong teeto- 
taler? Do you knew anything more 
about my policy than you know about 
myself?) They left the tram without 
waiting for ‘the next stopping place.” 

Mr. Burns owes not n little of his 
success Ho his social gifts and wher- 
ever he appears the interest and varie- 
ty of this-conversation attract a large 
circle of audiitiors.

The treatment consists of a mixing 
of hypochloride of lime with the water 
supply by means of feed tanks, only 
acsmall quantity being necessary to 
destroy all bacteria. 

The treatment itself is merely the 
addition of bleaching powder in such 
quantities that although this bacteria 
is destroyed, no objectionable quali- 
ties of any sort are given to the water. 
This treatment has been used in a 
number of places very successfully 
and is bound to become universally 
used as an ideal method in dealing 
with epidemics where there is the 
Ieast suspicion regarding the purity 
of a water supply.
